_chusetts the new pirate leader mur- 
dered and robbed and he is one of 
the few pirates who is known to have 
forced his captives to walk the plank.

revenge. He failed to find the famous 
pirate, so he sailed away to the North, 
On this cruise he changed the name 
of his vessel to the Royal James— 
a doubtful compliment to the Young 
Pretender—and himself took the name 
of Captain Thomas. After looting a 
number of vessels off the Middle At- 
lantic coast Bonnet again turned 
; south, only to find that the Curolinas 
were aroused against him.

A Plaything of Fate 
pee must have been in a playful 
mood when Captain Greaves was 
born. Fate drove him into piracy, but 
could not make him fit into the pic- 
* ture of the regulation type of pirate, 
: for he was too kind of heart. Fate 
condemned him to a pirate’s death, 
then saved him by a miracte,.. 

He was the son of a slave fm Bar- 
bados, one of the thousands of 
Scotch and Irish who were ‘sent there 
by Cromwell during the Civil war in 
England. Because of their bare knees, 
these slaves were called Red Legs and 
Captain Greaves is often spoken of 
as “alias Red Legs.” His master was 
kind and gave him a good education. 
When this master died the boy was sold 
to another—a cruci one, 

He immediately ran away, swam 
across Carlisle bay, but unfortunately 
climbed upon the wrong ship and, 
found himself in the clutches of Cap-' 
tain Hawkins, a notoriously cruel pl- 
rate. So Greaves unwillingly became 
a pirate and quickly rose to eminence 
in the profession, although he was re- 
markable for his refusal to torture 
prisoners or kill unnecessarily. This 
led to a duel between him and Cap- 
tain Hawkins, in which he was vie 
torious, and was eleeted captain. 

He now entered upon a career of 
almost unparalleled success as a pl- 
rate, culminating in his capture of the 
island of Margarita, off the coast of 
Venezuela. He did this by capturing 
the Spanish fleet, turning the guns of 
the fleet upon the forts defending the 
principal city and then storming them.

RECITES STORY OF . 
FIRST U. S. HIKER 


Explorations of De Vaca Told 
in Ancient Book, 


Claremont, Cal.—A rare volume 
containing the story of what pur- 
ports to be the first transcontinental 
foot journey for a white man in the 
conquest of North America, is the lat- 
est addition to the William S. Mason 
collection of Western Americans in 
Pomona college library. 

The book tells of the adventures 
of Cabeca de Vaca, Spanish explorer, 
in journeying through the southern 
section of the United States between 
the years 1528 and 1536, and of his 
explorations in the River Plata coun- 
tries of South America after.his ap- 
Pointment as governor of the region 
in 1540. 

An expedition, of which Vaca was 
a member, left Spain in 1527 headed 
for Florida and Louisiana, It was 
wrecked on the Florida coast. Fifty 
survivors drifted to the coast of Tex- 
as in rudely constructed boats and 
made shore November 6, 1628. All but 
15 died of disease or starvation and 
these became slaves of the Indians. 

By a stroke of good luck, Vaca 
staved off threatened death for him- 
self and companions by posing to the 
Indians as a divine healer, usually 
being able to cure minor maladie® -: 

After six years, Vaca, with two 
companions, escaped. They reached 
the coast of California and turned 
southward, arriving at Mexico City, 
July 24, 1536. 

Asa reward for his exploring serv- 
ices Vaca was appointed governor of 
the provinces of the Rio de La Plata 
in South America. Here he incurred 
the jealousy: of his compatriots and 
was sent back to Spain in frons, re- 
maining in prison six years awaiting 
trial. Eventually, he was exiled to 
Africa, 

Two editions of the first portion of 
the book are known to be in exist- 
ence—one in the New York public 
library and the other in the British 
museum at London.

Centenarians Will Be 
Common in Next Century 


London.—Men and women one hun- 
dred years old will be active in busi- 
ness and social affairs by 2026, it is 
predicted by Sir Kingsley Wood, par- 
liamentary secretary to the British 
ministry of health. 

“In the next century there is no 
doubt in my mind that the average 
expectation of life will be one hun- 
dred years, and a person of seventy- 
five will be regarded as comparatively 
young,” said Sir Kingsley, who has 
recommended more physical exercise 
for members of the house of com- 
mons. 

“Good health and good. temper go 
together,” he continued, “and if the 
members of parliament took more ex- 
ercise fewer members would be sus- 
pended, and wild and excited scenes 
in the house would disappear.” 


Announce New Method 
of Painless Childbirth 


New York.—A method which it ts 
claimed will make childbirth painless 
and is in no way followed by nausea 
was described by Dr. James T. Gwath- 
ney of this city. Doctor Gwathmey 
spoke at the convention of the Medical 
society of New York state 

Whereas twilight sleep depended on 
amnesia to bring about insensibility, 
the new method accompiished its 
ends by the actual elimination of pain, 
he said 

This method, Doctor Gwathmey con- 
tinued, consists of three injections, 
two of magnesium sulphate and one 
of a mixture of the sulphate with 
small quantities.of morphine and 
quinine. The combination of drugs 
was new, said Doctor Gwathmey, and 
the danger element less than in twi- 
light sleep. 


Latest From Paris

POLAR EXPEDITIONS | 
WELL WORTH WHILE 


Organizer of Arctic Parties 
Defends Projects. 


New. York.—Justification for the 
risk and expenditure of money in- 
volved in three American Arctic ex- 
peditions last summer wag given by 
Robert Anderson Pope, organizer of 


‘the All-American Alumni Arctic expe- 


dition. His outfit will be commanded 
by Lieut. Leigh Wade, assisted by 
Lieut. H. H. Ogden, both of whom are 
round-the-world flyers. 

All three expeditions will attempt to 
locate and claim for the United States 
a large body of land believed to lie 
north of Alaska and eastern Siberia, 
spoken of by the explorers as “a new 
polar continent.” The National Geo- 
graphic society estimates that this 
land comprises about 1,000,000 square 
miles. : 

Natives of the northern Alaskan and 
Siberian coasts long have been con- 
vinced that land lay to the northward, 
explains Mr. Pope. They base their 
belief chiefly upon the northerly flight 
of birds in the spring, just before 
nesting season. Some scientists think 
the birds fly clear across the pole to 
Spitzbergen and Franz Joseph. land, 
but the majority think they would not 
be likely to attempt such a long flight 
at the beginning of the nesting season. 

Resting Place Near By. 

BR. W.. Nelson, chief of the bureau 
of biological survey of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, .re- 
called the evidence of Captain Hooker 
of the Corwin, in 1881, who found in- 
numerable fresh tracks of. wild geese 
on Wrangell island, but not a sign of 
the geese themselves, indicating a tem- 


‘porary stopping place. 


Capt. John Keenan of Troy, N. Y., 
cruising the Beautiful sea, north of the 
Alaskan shore, in search of whales in 
the seventies, offered more substantial 
evidence. After taking several 
whales the weather became thick and 
he stood to the north. When the fog 
lifted land to the north was seen dis- 
tinctly by him and all the members of 
his crew. 

Peary, on his unsuccessful attempt 
to reach the pole in 1906, reported 
that he sighted land to the northwest 
of Grant Land. Observing from an 
elevation of about 2,000 feet, he could 
see land at a great distance, which he 
named Crocker Land. Further north 
between latitudes 85144 and 87 degrees, 
almost at the pole, he found bear and 
fox tracks, indicating that land was 
not a great distance away. 

Tidal Movement. 

The late R. A. Harris of the United 
States coast and geodetic survey of- 
fered what the explorers believe to be 
far more substantial information. Mr. 


Harris claimed that virtually all the | 


tidal. movement at the pole depends 
upon pressure from the tides of the 
horth Atlantic 6cean, entering the cir- 
cumpolar. seas between Greenland and 
Spitzbergen. ’ * ; 

If there were no obstruction the 
tides at Bennett fsland, north of the 
Siberian coast, would be the same as 
at Point Barrow, he said. But the 
tides off Bennett island rise and fall 
2% feet, while off Point Barrow there 
is a tide of only 0.4 foot. Mr. Har- 
ris held this to be proof positive that 
there is some great obstruction around 
which the tides must flow. Further 
evidence of land was furnished by in- 
dications that the Beaufort sea vir- 
tually is closed in to the north and 
eastward. Ice does not drift freely to 
the northward. It seems to be caught 
fn a pocket, and is of remarkable 
thickness and age. Northeast winds 
will drive the ice to the westward, 
but there is little or no movement of 
the ice when the wind blows from the 
west. : 


Scientist Makes Glass 
Eyes That Can Be Moved 


Berlin.—Moveable glass eyes which 
are hard to distinguish from normal 
eyes because they are subject to the 
control of optic muscles have been suc- 
cessfully fitted by Dr. Carl Mueller of 
Jena, noted artificial eye specialist. 

Doctor Mueller found that in 90 out 
of 100 cases of the loss of an eye the 
muscles and nerves controlling the 
movement of the eye were unimpaired. 

He said he fastens connective 
muscle tissue of animals to a glass 
eye and grafts these tissues onto the 
rempants of the human eye muscles, 
The extremely delicate operation re- 
quires about an hour, and he has been 
successful in from 80 to 90 per cent 
of his cases. Success depends to a 
large extent, he asserted, upon the 
condition of the eye socket after the 
loss of the eye.

1,363,000 FRENCH 
KILLED IN BATTLE 


Statistics Are Striking Appeal 
Against Wars. 


Paris.—The. most striking appeal 
against future war is contained 
in statistics finally worked out regard- 
ing the lasting records of France's 
war losses. M. Gaston Cadoux, for- 
mer president of the Paris Statistical 
society, now has made reckonings 
which peace organizations in every 
country might well keep in mind for 
future propaganda. 

The population of France at the 
outbreak of the war was 39,600,000. 
From these the government mobilized 
for the army and navy 8,355,000. Of 
this number 1,368,000 lost their lives. 
This figure represents one-sixth of the 
mobilized effectives, one-seventh of 
the masculine population of the coun- 
try and one-twentieth of the whole. 

If the dead alone might be drawn 
up tn a serried line it would require 
the Twentieth Century Limited, trav- 
eling without stop at sixty miles an 
hour, some nine hours to reach the 
end. The entire mobilization of hu- 
man material by France would have 
reached from San Francisco to New 
York if placed shoulder to shoulder. 

Comparing the percentage of losses 
suffered by the principal belligerents, 
M. Cadoux reckons that his country 
had one dead-or missing per 28 inhab- 
itants, as against 85 in Germany, 50 
in Austria-Hungary, 66 in Great Brit- 
ain, 79 in Italy, 107 in Russia and 
2,000 in the United States. 

France’s agricultural male popula- 
tion of 5,608,971 lost 699,219. Of 
1,827,156 engaged {n commercial pur- 
suits, 155,977 were lost. Of 915,686 
artisans of the building trades, 168,747 
did not return, There were 235,320 
men of liberal professions mobilized 
and 40,482 died. Transport workers 
numbering 60,972 failed to return of 
665,029 who went to war. There were 
21,426 civil servants, 2,712 ecclesias- 
tics, 80,190 students and 9,493 persons 
of independent means without profes- 
sion killed. 

The statistictan’s reckoning shows 
that the return of Alsace-Loraine did 
net compensate for the ghastly hole 
torn in the populace by war. Where- 
as the population of France was 39,- 
600,000 in 1914, it has fallen to 89,- 
209,000 after thése provinces returned 
to the fold. 


Records Show German 
Soldiers Were Sold 


Berlin,—Investigation into the man- 
ner in which some of the fortunes of 
Germany's former royal houses were 
acquired, in connection with the ques- 
tion of indemnification ‘by the repub- 
lic, has disclosed that German prince: 
lings up to the ineteenth century 
had sold 296,166 of their subjects for 
$3,750,000 to England for army serv- 
ice against the Ameri¢an colonies, the 
French and other enemies. 

Duke Karl Wilhelm’ Ferdinand of 
Braunschweig sent 4,300 men to Eng- 
land for $38 a head, {t fs disclosed, 
with an additional indemnity. of $22 a 
head for each man killed fn action, 
three wounded men to be counted as 
one dead one. | 

Landgrave Frederick of Hesse 
“sold” 12,000 Hessians at $75 a head, 
with an annual “rental” fee of $5UU,- 
000. 
There has been produced a letter 
from the Landgrave of Hessen-Cassel 
to Baron Hohendorf, his commanding 
officer in the American colonies, in 
which the writer commended the bar- 
on “for seeing to it that of 1,950 of 
the landgrave’s peons in the battle 
of Trenton only 3800 escaped alive.” 

“Be sure to send an itemized state- 
ment of the losses to London,” the 
letter continues, “as the English min- 
ister wants to pay me for only 1,455 
killed. I am entirely dissatisfied with 
Major Mindorf, who, according to dis- 
patches, succeeded in saving his bat- 
talion of Hessians.”

Baked Custard.—This 
custard may be varied by 
different flavors or sea- 
soning so that even if 
often served it will not 
become _ monotonous. 

Beat four eggs slightly, add one-half 
cupful of sugar and one quart of 
fresh milk. Cook in water in a hot 
oven. Add a pinch of salt and such 
seasoning as grated nutmeg, cinna- 
mon or any desired flavoring extract. 
All egg mixtures should cook at a low 
temperature, so setting the custard in 
water and not allowing it to boil will 
keep the custard cooking at a lower 
temperature. To test when cooked, 
dip a knifeblade into the center of the 
custard ; if it comes out clean the cus- 
tard is done. Remove at once from 
the oven and hot water. Custard that 
is overcooked is watéry and unattrac- 
tive, 

Caramel Custard.—Melt in a smooth 
omelet pan one-half cupful of sugar, 
add gradually four cupfuls of scald- 
ing hot water and stir until the cara- 
mel is dissolved. Beat five eggs, add 
one-half teaspoonful of salt, a tea- 
spoonful of vanilla, strain into a mold 
rinsed in cold water. Bake as usual. 

Ginger Custard.—Line buttered cups 
with small pieces of canton ginger, 
then pour, in a thick custard, using 
four eggs to a pint of milk, one-third 
of ‘a cupful of sugar, a pinch of salt 
and vanilla to flavor. Beat the eggs, 
add sugar, salt, and flavoring, strain 
into molds and set into hot water to 
bake until firm. Serve with a spoon- 
ful of canton ginger sirup and a little 
of the chopped ginger over the un- 
molded custard when cold. 

The more eggs used in 9 custard the 
more, nourishing the. dessert; how- 
ever ohe may prepare a very good 
custard using two eggs to a pint of 
milk. . If baking is not convenient 
steam the custards.in water over a low 
flame on the gas burner... Cover for 
a whilo, then watch. earatally so as not 
to overcook.
